'Owing large acreages of wheat this 
fall, Captain Marion Staples, chair­ 
man of the agricultural committee ch 
the club, yesterday conferred with W - 
H. Marshall, secretary of the South­ 
west Millers’ club. 
Mr. Marshall, who is regarded as 
an authority on wheat conditions, is* 
sued the following statement to the 
Commercial club regarding the im­ 
portance of putting in a heavy wheat 
rop this fall: 
“The record of the world’s crop of 
vheat harvested in 1913 may be used 
to indicate the effect the European 
war will have upon our farmers. 
“The total world’s crop was 3,925,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, of w hich the 
countries now at war produced 2,- 
121,000,000, or 60 per cent. 
North 
America produced 23 per cent. South 
\merica produced 3 per cent, the bal­ 
ance being promiscuously scattered 
throughout Die world. 
The United 
States exported 200,000,000 bushels, 
which, by the way, was all we could 
spare, 
and 
which 
volume 
only 
amounted to about 2% per cert of the 
wheat consumed on the continent and 
in the United Kingdom. 
‘‘Russia and the Balkans are the 
most important wheat producers on 
lie continent. These countries and also 
every other European wheat produc­ 
ing country are at war. 
The south­ 
er.) zone of the war-ridden country 
should be preparing for next year’s 
clop of wheat at 
this 
time. 
The 
northern zone should make irepara- 
ions within the near future. 
It is a 
■'oregone conclusion that 
the 
next 
European crop of wheat will be ex­ 
tremely light, if anything at all is 
produced. 
The 
crop 
shortage for 
which the war will be responsible 
will create a gap as be ween supply 
and demand that cannot he filled for 
years to come. 
“The world’s supply of wheat and 
the world’s demand for the grain or 
its products are the two factors re­ 
sponsible 
for 
the 
price of wheat. 
Should the supply be a little short the 
grain becomes dearer under the stress 
of demand, until he price of flour 
brings into action economic ’’fleas to 
the end that a hag of flour ic made 
to bridge a larger chasm—in other 
words, is made to go a little further. 
In tliis way a higher price will atone 
for the short crop and the public aid 
in making the short crop sufficient. 
“Tile United States are the only 
important producers of wheat who are 
at peace with the world. 
However 
important we may he, we can not 
overcome the immense shortage to he 
in Europe. 
In addition to the wheat 
shortage in Europe, all other Euro­ 
pean crops will he short, by which 
reason European demand for wheat 
can reasonably he expected to exceed 
its normal demand. 
Such being the 
case, they will gladly take all the 
staff of life this or any other country 
can supply. 
‘ lf we jould only spare 20,060,000 
bushels of wheat last year and are 
to have a demand for 
five 
to ten 
limes that 
much 
next 
year, 
of 
course, we can not hope to meet the 
demad fo any reasonable part of it: 
lint from a financial point of view 
it is highly important that our far­ 
mers make strenuous efforts to sup- 
p y every bushel possible. As stated, 
the price is made by reason of sup­ 
ply and demand. Next year, in my 
opinion, the supply at best 
will be 
meager and the demand rampant. 
“I do not believe the Commercial 
club committee or any other organi­ 
zation or community can do a better 
{urn for the 
farmers 
directly and 
the public as a whole than to insist 
r»:i our farmers 
preparing 
for the 
n est phenomenal wheat crop imag 
Liable. I can not see how any crop 
can be made to return to the farm­ 
er such a crop as will wheat. 
“Nation-wide prosperity must have 
Its origin en the farm and our far­ 
riers are today confronted with their 
gulden opportunity. 
On every farm 
there are so-called turned-out fields, 
due possibly to the thought that pro­ 
tit can not he expected owing to the 
light yields. 
I believe the profit of. 
' heat on the next crop will be suffi-|

During 
the evening the 
Germans 
withdrew- 
for some reason and during the lull 
in the fighting two of the Belgian

field where the heaviest of the fight­ 
ing had taken place. 
"The ground was literally soaked 
with blood and the bodies of horses 
and men 
lay 
everywhere. 
There 
was many a place where blood had 
bowed down the sides cf little hills

plainly marked. Some bushes

sp uttered with red as high as eight 
feet above the ground. 
"I saw trenches filled to the top 
with dead German soldiers.

mans forced them to retreat.
